Jefferfan’s 
productions, having Been more bighly ex- 
telled than his laft, we. may fairly ajffume 
that performanceas an example of his ftyle 
in general: And, for the benefit of  per- 
fons, who maybe delirous of proving 
their tafte for polite writing by the fland- 
ard of their Opinions in politics, we fhall 
prefently notice fome of charafleriftical 
Properties of ftyle in the Meflage, | 
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‘Individuals, no doubt there are, ‘what 
will imagine the time lof, which is o¢cu- 
pied in expofing errors, too grofs to need

expofition, and too numerous to admit of 


particular criticifm. Tothem we fay, we 
have a two-fold obje& in view. For, by 
reprobating the faults of a writer injadi- 
ciéufly admired, we fhall, at the fame 
time, pafé’a jaft cenfure on thut profligate 
peryerfity of tafte, whieh can affeét to rel- 
ifhthe moft incongruous abfurcities, pro- 
vided they have proceeded from a pepe 
lar favorite.
